Rhodes is in the latitude of New York, 6000 
miles distant, and haa a population of 25,000. 
Makri is 50 miles from Rhodes, on the Medi- 
terranean. The first shock at Rhodes was 
felt Feb. 28th, after 5 P. M. The upper part 
of the earth fell with an awful crash, over- 
whelming the offices of the Austrian Lloyd's 
Steam Navigation Company, whilst the tower 
of Arays-Kule, which commands the entrance 
of the harbor, and several other parts of the 
fortifications sustained great injury, as did 
likewise many dwelling houses, some of which 
were shaken to their very foundations on the 
rock—others cracked throughout. The oscil- 
lations were from west to east. 
Slighter 


shocks succeeded almost daily to March 7th. 


At Makri, on the main land, and its imme- 


diate neighborhood, the consequences have 
been most disastrous and heart-rending. The 
whole of the houses, dwellings and stores, 
lately erected in the town, have been levelled 
to the ground, fissures have been formed in 
the very streets, from which bituminous va- 
pors exude continually, almost suffocating the 
inhabitant; many springs have dried up, 
whilst in arid localities new ones have gushed 
out, changing the whole feature of the earth's 
surface. 


The town of Levissy, which contained 1500 


houses, has not one left standing, and no less 
than six hundred human beings are reckoned 
to bo under the ruins, which number would 
have been awfully augmented, had the shock 
been after nightfall, when the inhabitants re- 
tire to their homes after the labors of the day. 
The village of Chiovge has nearly met with 
the same fate, the upper part of a huge moun- 
tain having fallen into, and blacked up the 
small port of Eksenide, overwhelming all the 
dwellings round about its base. Another vil- 
lage more inland, has been buried from the 
fall, in opposite directions, of two hills, be- 
tween which it was situated. 


The survivors of Makri, had fled for safe- 


ty on board small craft and fishing boats, car- 
rying with them what property they could 
from time to time dig out from beneath the 
ruins of storehouses, most of which has been 
removed to Sinn, Rhodes and other islands. 


At Samson a smart shock was felt on the 


25th of February, but it caused no damage. 
Our readers will remember that the famous 
Colossus of Rhodes, which in its day was 
reckoned one of the seven wonders of the 
world, was thrown down by an earthquake 
234 years before Christ, and 56 years after 
its erection, being the enormous weight of 
713,000 Ibs. To some such event is no doubt 
also attributable the extensive magnificent 
ruins of many cities which exist in Lycia and 
the valley of the Xanthus, or which Makri is 
the port, and from whence the British Mu- 
seum imported the interesting works of art 
which adorn its saloons, discovered, or more 
properly speaking, recovered, by Mr. Fel- 
lows, some ten years ago.

This day he is worth 
at least $100,000; has a lovely wife and two 
beautiful children; a home that is the centre 
of a brilliant, and intellectual circle, and he 
is one of the happiest and most honored of 
men, far as he is known.

The advantages of deep ploughing are, that 


it makes a deep soil, which, vbether rich or 
not, is better than a shallow one; that it makes 
the soil better by bringing to the sui&ce new 
earth which h*a not Been exhausted of the 
salt, that nature placed there, and may have 
been enriched by those which have tank into 
it from manure spread on the surface; that it 
allows the foots of plants to penetrate deeper, 
and thus to withstand severe drouths; that it 
allows water to sink deeper, by which the 
plant, in some fields in wet seasons, suffer 
less from too much moisture; that it allows 
the atmosphere to sink as deep as the roots 
ago, and there find them with their appro- 
priate nourishment. 


But it may be objected that deep plough- 


ing sometimes brings up earth which is injuri- 
ous to vegetation. The answer is, that though 
some earths may be injurious for one, perhaps 
for two years ; yet there is hardly any kind of 
earth wliicli will not, in that time, by the in- 
fluence of rain and air, be deprived of its 
deleterious properties, and made a source of 
fertility 


But is deepening desirable when the soil 


is (let us suppose,) four inches deep, and the 
fifth inch is coarse sand ? Even in such cas- 
es it is advisable. By placing the fifth inch 
on the surface, you loose none of your soil; 
the roots, going an inch deeper, spread 
through the whole of it; und the first inch in 
time becomes soil. 


Deep plowing is the general rule; it may 


not be, ia all cases expedient. It need not 
be practised every year; not oftener perhaps 
than once in five years. Its^beneficial effects 
may not be great, in any one year, but it will 
raise the value of the land. It is said that 
the Pennsylvania farmers, -who have emigra- 
ted to Virginia, have, in ten or twelve years 
added, principally by deep plowing, one-third 
or one-naif to the market value of her worn 
out soils. 


A few detached remarks on this subject, 


extracted from the agricultural part ot the 
last patent office report, are here presented 
for the consideration of farmers. 


Wm. Bacon of Massachusetts, says:— 
" There is a renovating process going for- 


ward which is probably superior to all others; 
at any rate, without it all others will in the 
enO fail. Deeper plowing, bringing up soil to 
the influence of the sun and air, which have 
long buen excluded from them, is gaining 
ground, and better harvests tell the story of 
its virtue." 


A letter from Penn Yan, says:— 
" Thu agricultural condition of Western 


New York, is gradually on the advance, tak- 
ing it as a district. The causes nre bringing 
of more land from year to year, under culti- 
vation, but perhaps the greatest are deeper 
plowing, more thourough tillage, etc." 


A letter from Massachusetts, speaking of 


the cultivation of corn says:— 
" The average yield per acre, in this vici- 


nity, is on the increase; being now from forty 
to sixty bushels. This result is obtained by 
deeper palming, and spreading more manure 
on an acre." 


In another letter from Massachusetts, the 


writer eays his mode of cultivating corn is—to 
plow grass land in August; plow it again in 
the spring from 7 to 9 inches deep, manure 
in the hill, with compost, etc. 


Dr. 1). Lee says:— 
"It is very rare, if ever, that a soil ii so 


'sterile that, when three inches deep it cannot 
be made six ; and if six inches deep, it may 
not be made twelve."—American AC.WS. 


Seed Potatoes. 


In the December number of the Genesee 


Farmer, page 227, the question is asked, 
" Whether it is more advantageous to plant 
small potatoes than large ones /" 


From my earliest youth I have been taught 


the, importance of selecting the largest and 
best potatoes to be used for seed. My prac- 
tice has been occasionally to put ono such in 
a hill; but, generally to cut them into two 
or three pieces and to put three pieces into 
each hill. In the spring of 1849, owing to 
the scarcity and hign price of potatoes, I wai 
induced to plant, as an experiment, some 
small Mercers in the garden, on a square that 
was highly manured. The yield wai great, and 
the potatoes first-rate as to size. Being much 
disappointed, and stating the fact to a friend, 
he gave an unqualified opinion, that the fa- 
vorable result was owing to the richness of 
the soil. The past season I planted several 
bushels of the largest and best Mercers I could 
purchase in the city. They were generally 
cut in three pieces each. But the supply not 
being sufficient, I planted three bushels of 
small ones, such as bad been laid aside as too 
email for table use. Of these, three wero 
put into each hill, and were planted along 
side the large ones. 


The quality of the ground, the tine of 


planting, and the tillage, were in all respects 
the same. When the shoots from the small 
seed first appeared, and for a short time af- 
ter, I thought them rather more slender than 
those from the large ones, bat soon there was 
no perceptible difference. At hirre«ting, the 
size quality and product from the smalfseed 
was equal in all respects to tta large ones.— 
But the ground on which these w«re planted 
was rich, having been highly manured. 
To 


complete the experiment, aoweter, J planted 
at the same time half an acre of ground of 
'air quality that bad been tilled before, bat 
not manured. 
Half the piece wa« planted 


with the small seed, and half with the larg- 
est and best quality. These were cot into 
two or three pieces each. Previous to the 
first hoeing, a handful of leaclwd ashes vat 
brown on each hill. 


At harvesting, tbe potatoes were targe and 


good • and those from tbe smsJl seed were 
'qaaJ i» «ze and product to the others. Tbe 
richness of the ground, therefore, in the Ant 
}nrcel, was not tbe eante of producing M 
urge potatoes from the small «e«das frasjalhe 
Urge. In the latter case, grand 4ontj>en- 
ively poor produced the same rettihs. If a 
wsbei of enmll potatoes, that would aot tell 
or one-fourth the price of large met, shottd 
prove as good for planting M the krge, H 
would be well to know the feet. Ihevemede
